HOW WILD ANIMALS ATTACK MAN. 


In seizing their prey tigers and lions almost invariably 
po for the throat, though in one or two instances that 

ve come under my notice of animals killed by tigers 
they have evidently first been hamstrung; these, prob- 
ably, were the victims of young and inexperienced 
tigers. I once saw a man charged and knocked over 
by a panther, and he only saved his throat by puttin 
up his arm, which, as wall as his shoulder, the anim: 
grasped with teeth and claws. 

A relative was seized in a sitnilar manner, and three 
friends, who have been mauled by tigers, and one by 
a lion, all described the animal knocking them over by 
sheer force of weight before seizing them. I think, 
therefore, the common idea that these beasts knock 
their prey over by a paw stroke is a fallacy. 

Anyone who knows anything about elephants must 
be aware that the trunk, and particularly the tip of 
the trunk, is the most delicate and sensitive part of the 
animal, and that he shields it from injury by every 

sible means in his power. It is, therefore, very un- 
Fikely that he would expose it in the act of charging. 
My experience, limited though it be, points to the fact 
that an elephant, once he has made up his mind to 
charge, curls up his trunk tight. Before charging, and 
in order to get wind of his adversary, he may, indeed, 
extend it; but once the presence of a foe to be attacked 
is detected the proboscis is put out. of the way of 
possible harm. : 

Bisons and buffaloes, when they charge, invariably 
poke their noses in the air, and commence by running 
at you with their head well up, much in the manner 
of domestic cattle, and only lower their horns when 
within a few yards of the object of their attentions. 
This I take to be a mere matter of common sense on 
the part of the animal, for, if he puta his head down, 
say even forty yards away, he could not possibly see 
where ‘he was going. 

Bears, when wounded, will often get upon their hind 
legs and dance about from sheer rage, and will also at 
times do so in order to get a better view of the where- 
abouts of their enemy; but when they charge, whether 
it be at a man mounted or on foot, they invariably 
charge on all fours. 

. In charging, most animals give vent to certain vocal 

unds—grunts or roars—and this, it is natural to sup- 

, is done with a view to terrifying and demoralising 

the object they are attacking ; in fact, more often than 

not it is mere bounce on the animal's part. I have 
often seen tigers roay when charging who never reall 

meant mischief, and who, when met by a bold front,

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WHERE DO FLIES GO IN WINTER? 


Somzong has asked, “Where do flies go in the 
winter?" This is a question of some interest, for a 
house-fly is born fully grown and of mature size, and 
there are no little flies of the sare species, the small 
ones occasionally observed being different in kind from 
the large ones. 

The house-tly does not bite nor pierce the skin, but 
gathers its food by a comb or rake or brush-like 
tongue; with which it is able to scrape the varnish 
from covers of books, and it thus tickles the skin of 
Perens upon which it alights to feed upon the perspi- 
ration. 

A fly is a scavenger, and a vehicle by which con- 
tagious diseases are spread. It poisons wounds, and 
may carry deadly virus from decaying organio matter 
into food. It retires from sight at the beginning of 
the winter, but where it oes few persons know. 

If a search of the house is made, flies will be found 
in great numbers secreted in warm places in the roof 
or between the partitions or floors. Last winter we 
had occasion to examine a roof, and found round the 
chimney myriads of flies hybernating comfortably, and 
sufficiently lively to fly, when disturbed, in clouds. 
No doubt this is a favourite winter resort for these

Criminal pb a is still in a vague and 

rudimentary condi: agh there always will be 
those who put their trast in discovering villains ‘at 
ight.” 
“Popular maxims credit certain individuals with 
criminal proclivities. The Roman says: ‘Little 
beard and little colour, there is nothing worse under 
heaven." In France it is: “ Heaven preserve me from 
a beardless man,” in Tuscany: “ Salute from afar 
a beardless man and a bearded woman;" and in Venice: 
“ Trust not the woman with a man’s voice.” 

Prof. Enrico Ferri, having had a hundred soldiors 
brought before him for examination, declared a certain 
ove Was 8 murderer, and he was told that “this man 
had, in fact, been found guilty of murder." . 

This trait of perception or intuition it is believed is 
common to women. Professor Lombroso tells us that 
his mother, who had always lived far from the world 
was twice able to discover the criminal character of 
young people whom as yet no one had suspected. 
rancesoont was a murderer. Long before he had 
committed any crime, the Countess della Rocca, who 
was sixteen, “‘ refused to speak to Francesconi when 
everyone welcomed him on account of his wit. When 
asked why she treated him as though he were a 
scoundrel, she replied : ‘ If he is not a murderer, he will 
become one.’ In family experiences many similar 
traits of discrimination may be remembered as 
emanating from women. 

Romancers do not often depict their criminals as 
having beautifal faces. The prejudice against the ugly 
has some foundation. Hepworth Dixon, describing the 
population of Millbank Prison, writes :— 

“The population is always numerous and alwa 
changing, but its character remains substantially the 
same.

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BABOON SENTRIES. 


Tuer exists inthe Transvaal, especially in the more 
northerly parts, a species of baboon of co: size 
and of no small intelligence. These animals are a 
source of much annoyance to the Boer farmer, for they 
are in the habit of coming down in troops, often num- 
bering over a hundred, upon his cultivated plot, and 
completely destroying his crops. These plots or 
paicliog ¢ tilled land are frequently at some distance 
from the farmhouse, and are principally used for the 
production of maize, or “ mealies,” as the Indian corn 
is called. 

The baboons usually make their raids when the crops 
are ripening, and not content with devouring as much 
as they can, they set about destroying the rest in 
the most wanton manner possible. y are exceed- 
ingly difficult either to frighten or to destroy, for not 
only have they learned pretty accurately the range of 
8 rifle, but they have also a method of posting sentries, 
and when these report the presence of a man they take 
good care to keep out of gunshot.

HOW THEY STAND THE HEAT. 


How the men employed in iron foundries, steamship 
boiler-rooms, blast furnaces, and other torrid places 
stand the terrible heat is a mystery to all but the 
initiated. In the melting-room of a mint the ther- 
mometer usually indicates one hundred and six degrees, 
in gasworks one hundred and eighteen d and in 
blast furnaces about one hundred and fifteen degrees, 
while in steamships the firemen sometimes have to 
endure one hundred and forty degrees of heat. 

In all these places the men wear very little clothing, 
and undoubtedly suffer from the exposure, but not so 
much as a person might suppose. Au observer gives 
the following explanation of this curious fact :— 

“The whole point is," said he, “that these men are 
not reached by the humidity of the atmosphere. They 
are working in places where the artificial. heat ‘is so 
intense as to drive this out, and. one. hundred and 
eighteen degrees of heat in dry air is not felt so much 
as ninety degrees of heat when the atmosphere is moist ; 
the latter tells terribly on people, and sorely tries 
their vitality. ; 

“When the humidity is very intense it prevents the 
perspiration from passing out through the Its 
pressure on the flesh is very exhausting, and the con- 
finement of the perspiration exceedingly unhealthy. 
Although people do not know it, they would really 
cooler while sitting beside a red-hot stove than they 
would be in the street on such a day as sometimes 
occurs in midsummer."
